The 
symptoms are unaſtered. 

Since the last bulletin was received the 
telegraph line to Sandringham has been closed 
to the general public, because the wire was 
burdened with messages to the Queen from 
charlatans, quacks and oflicious persons, ten- 
dering medical advice. 

HIS LAST HOUR APPROACTIING. 

Loxpox, Dec. 11, 3 rp. u.— The unofticial 
telegram, dated Sandringham. 1 . M., says 
it is evident from the distress which prevuils 
there that the last hours of the Prince are ap- 
proaching. The whole household has been 
thrown into the deepest gloom by the words 
of the special messenger, who left the sick 
chamber shortly afternoon with dispatches 
for London. He declared unreservedly that 
he did not expect to find His Royal Highness 
living when he returned. it is evident that 
all hope is abandoned.
